Aftrsavils wero presented from 
two of 
those stonc-cattcrs continuing Mr. Dyer's 
testimony. Circulars distributed by Gus 
\Vilkic in Aberdeen, Scotland, accom- 
panied the anldavits. This circular gave 
tho rate of wages whlcli would bo paid 
stoao-cuttflrs, blacksmiths andothor labor- 
ers, with tho pi-lcoof board, rind of various 
branches of labor. Mr. Dyer said he tried 
to have tlio district attorney of Now 
\'ork talco cognizance of those ca-uui, but 
ho refused to act. Whou ho found ho could 
not stop the men hero ho notilled tho 
luiights of Labor of Austin, and they now 
havo a suit pending in tho United States 
courts against tho capitol syndicate under 
the Contract-labor law. 


Tho witness said tho Government fur- 


nished the contractors convict labor to 
quarry tho stone, and that tho. granite 
cutters wero asked by the quarrymon not 
to cut granite which was quarried by con- 
vict labor, und then \Yilkiu sent over to 
Scotland for theso men. 
Jlo said Sen- 


ator Fin-well was tho chief man of tho 
sydicato and that Wi'.klo represents him- 
self us acti.-icr for thu syndicate. Witness 
n-o-.ild not swear that Senator Farwcll 
know ofWilklo's action in importing this 
c.ontract labor. Tho State of Texas gave 
tho syndicate ::,000,000 acres of land and tho 
labor of 000 convicts.

Berry took eighty men with him from 
Aberdeen.

''iH£ NAVAL ACADEMY. 


SoOTOthlii£ About Student and Cadet Llf 


The length of. the course nt tho Nava 


Academy i3 four years. A candidate fo 
admission must first obtain pcvmisslo 
from homo to enter tho lists in a compel 
live examination for an appointment to b 
B'.vcn by tho Concrcssman from his dis- 
trict. If successful in this examination, 
ho receives a permit to appear before tho 
'examining hoard at Annapolis, and this 
board determines upon his i]ualilications 
for an appoiniaii-Mit as naval cadet. If tho 
board pronounces him physically sound, 
and if ho Is able to pass a satisfactory 
examination as to mental attainments, he 
receives his appointment nnd becomes a 
naval cadet. 


This examination lakes plnce in Juno, 


and as the older cadets are all absent from 
tho academy on "leave," the successful 
candidates or " plebs," as they are termed, 
feel their self-importance more strongly 
than they ever can again. 


In fact, however, their appearance is any 


thing but imposing. They strut nbout in a 
consequential but evidently unc.isy man- 
ner, strusgling to appear at ease, and cer- 
tainly not succeeding. 


The plebs, or " youngsters" (as they are 


also called), arc a* once quartered onboard 
a large, old-fashioned 
wooden frigate, 


v/hich always lies alongside the Jock, and 
does duty during tho school-sessions as a 
gunnery-ship. 


This vessel becomes tho residence 01 tne 


plebs during the summer months; here 
they have their 11 rst experience of sailor 
life; and hero, among other things, they 
flr»t auiiuiro tho art, of. sleeping in a ham 
mocit. It, is truly an edify Ing sight to BOO 
these lads on thoir flrst night, struggling 
with their hammocks. 
The hammocks 


used In the navy, you must bear io mind, 
pro very unli'.;c those in which people 
s'winK under the trees in the country. The 
navy hammocks nro made of heavy can- 
vas, and arc slung from tho beams of the 
ship. They are usually hung quite high 
from the deck, so that it is not easy for a 
beginner to climb into one with any de- 
gree of grace—even if ho manages to get 
hi al all. 
Usually the novice struggles in 


from one side, and goes head over heels 
out at tho oihcr—mattress, pillows and 
bcd-cloth.es all accompanying him. 
After 


t\vo or three unsuccessful attempts of this 
sort, however, tho greenest begin to im- 
prove, and one or two weeks' practice is 
sufficient to mako any one un adopt in the 
art. 
In September another sot of cadets 


i» appointed. This form tho remainder of 
tho fourth class, nnd although both the 
Juno and September newcomers arc mem- 
bers of the same class, tho June'arrivals 
aro rather inclined to make much ot their 
seniority over tho "Scpa," as the later 
comers are termed. During tho latter part 
of September tlic older cadets return from 
thoir summer cruises, and the regular 
academic year commences.—n. Albert Joint- 
son, in St. Nicholas.
